Of the 
2,773 trees on these lots, there are 
1,631 that'must receive treatment.

every lot owner determine first how 
many of these trees might be cut 
down before the clean-up campaign 
•starts. It is thought that a great 
number of trees are worthless, and 
considerable saving could .be brought 
about by their elimination. The ex- 
pense of the clean-up campaign must 
be borne by the lot owner, therefore 
the elimination of worthless trees 
will be to his benefit, it was pointed 
out.

Early Fumigation 
Recommended by 


Advisor Rounds 


The citrus grower who is growing 


black scale in quantity need not ex- 
pect to grow much fruit for profit, 
according to Farm Advisor Rounds. 
Profitable production of quality fruit 
is directly related to the control of 
.scale on citrus trees. 


Another year has rolled around 


and it is about time for growers^to 
start on their annual battle with 
these pests. In Los Angeles county, 
early 
fumigation 
is recommended 


wherever it has been proved that 
fumigation will do the work satis- 
factorily. 
In the resistant 
black 


scale areas, an early fumigation in 
August and a late fall oil spray with 
lime sulphur has been found to be 
the most satisfactory., In the case of 
a medium to light infestation, there 
are several oil sprays which have 
proved 
satisfactory, 
especially if 


used in August or September. 


Both of these above recommenda- 


tions have also proved fairly satis- 
factory in the control of red spider 
along with the control of black scale. 
The farm advisor recommends in 
each case, however, that the grower 
consult the district horticultural in- 
spector. 
Black Scale Control 


Operations Started 


Seasonal black'scale control opera- 


tions on citrus were started July IS 
in the coastal areas and a few days 
later in the interior sections, accord- 
ing to Deputy Horticultural Commis- 
sioner H. H. Wilcomb, in charge of 
fumigation and spraying in Los An- 
geles county. 


Both fumigation nnd spraying ar> 


under way in the Whittier-Rivera 
area. Fumigation operations are also 
under way in the San Fernando val- 
ley. In Pomona, Claremont. Walnut 
Baldwin Park, and North Whittier 
Heights some spraying has been 
started. The hatch of black scale is 
practically complete in all districts 
and in the coast area the young 
scale arc reported as reaching consid- 
erable size, with some scale already 
migrating back to the wood.

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Eventually an East-End Airport — 


Los Angeles city has selected Alines Field, near Inglewood, 


as the site for its municipal airport, and will operate under 
a lease, with an option to buy outright. In the recommenda- 
tion of the Los Angeles city council, the site at El Monte 
was given very favorable secondary consideration, and in 
the event that the county shares in the expense of main- 
taining an airport, it is thought that the El Monte site may 
also be acquired eventual}'. 


It is only fair to assume that the city council gave honest 


and painstaking consideration to the question of location, 
and probably the Mines field will serve every purpose for 
which it is designed. But it seemed to engineers and aviation 
officials that the El Monte site was more properly on the 
air-mail route, and suitable above all others for many reasons, 
including the lack of heavy winds and better visibility every 
day in the year. 


However, aviation, and especially air mail and air freight, 


are in infancy, and without question the San Gabriel valley 
will before many years be the location of one of the largest 
airports on the Pacific coast. While we have many able 
public leaders who are determined to bring this about, in- 
cluding as a chief factor the energetic members of the El 
Monte chamber of commerce, it is probable that merit alone 
will be the deciding equation. The San Gabriel river cone 
from the mountains to the sea is a distinguishing mark from 
the air that can seldom be obliterated by weather conditions, 
and an airport on its edge will have many advantages that 
can never be claimed for other sites. Rail and highway trans- 
portation across this valley is also superior to any other part 
of the county, and this is a decisive factor in conjunction with 
air service. 


The El Monte airport program must be kept alive. The 


county officials should investigate it thoroughly and seriously. 
The county itself needs an airport in the east end, one reason 
being the fact that forest fires are to be fought largely in the 
future thru the use of airplanes plying between a valley base 
and landing places to be constructed in the Angeles forest 
area. Sometimes a factor that seems but incidental becomes 
the primary factor, and this may well be true in connection 
with the inescapable duty of protecting our forest watershed.

The next 
ten years are to be the year- of real expansion in the valley. 
Pioneer days are over. 
\Ve have reached the actual turning 


point. 
The lesson we -hould absorb is; that we cannot carry 


on public work with chamber secretaries and other civic lead- 
ers who are underpaid. 
If we secure a man at a low figure, 


he is either worth just about the amount paid him, or he is 
worth far more and succeeds in getting it elsewhere. We 
need high grade executives as badly as does any community. 
We should cea^e to be a training school for larger communi- 
ties. 


The principal point in the lesson is the fact that this valley 


can well afford to hire public officials at salaries commensur- 
ate with their worth. The money is here and available. 
Probably the reason why some citizens do not support cham- 
bers of commerce whole-heartedly is that they feel the execu- 
tives are not up to their jobs, and that much of the work is 
ineffective. 
It is time to ask ourselves if we. in these valley 


communities, feel that we live in secondary communities, o'r 
whether we are in a position to obtain the best leaders and 
work for permanent results. 


Every bu.-iness man knows that labor turnover is very 


costly. It applies to public officials as well. It takes years for 
a chamber of commerce secretary to absorb all the know- 
ledge he needs to successfully prosecute his work of promo- 
tion in any given community. If he moves on he takes that 
knowledge with him; and the community must begin educat- 
ing another man at painful expense. 


From the purely practical standpoint, we should have one 


big chamber executive, representing all the communities of 
the east end of this valley, a man highly paid and worth it, 
and we should pool our chamber of commerce work. 
But the 


time has not arrived when the communities can agree to 
such a program. 
Meanwhile, each separate community 


should realize the need of paying adequate salaries for pro- 
motion work.

Puddingstone to 


Supply Water for 
San Dimas Users 


The San Dimas Water company is 


supplementing its water supply by 
installing a pump and one mile of 
pipe leading from the Puddingstone 
dam reservoir. The cost-of this di- 
version work is approximately $20,- 
000, 
and the water supply will be 


available August 1st. 


The object of this project is to 


furnish additional irrigation water 
for the San Dimas and Charter Oak 
districts for the remainder of the 
present dry season and future sum- 
mer seasons. Water users of the 
Covina district will also benefit thru 
the operation of the Puddingstone 
reservoir. 


The San Dimas AVater company 


purchased a 'reservoir site at this lo- 
cation in 1922 and planned to build 
its own reservoir. Later the Los An- 
geles county flood control district do 
cided to build a clam at the Pud- 
dingstone site. The water company 
then canceled its plans, giving the 
county a part of the Puddingstone 
dam site on condition that the coun- 
ty agree to store water in the reser 
voir for the San Dimas Water com- 
pany. 


There is at present only 350 acre 


feet of water in the reservoir, while 
the capacity is 20,000 acre feet. The 
comparatively small amount of water 
is due to the lack of rainfall last 
winter. 


A critical situation may develop 


next summer xinlcss the rainfall of 
the coming winter exceeds that of 
last winter. The present water sup- 
ply will tide over until the rainy 
season, but the shortage will be 
keenly felt next summer unless a nor- 
mal rainfall is recorded. 


The diversion channel connecting 


the San Dimas canyon dam w'ith the 
Puddingstone reservoir had not been 
completed at the close of the last 
rainy season, and its effectiveness 
could not be demonstrated. 
The 


channel will be in operation this fall 
and will aid materially in filling the 
reservoir.

in County Jump 
Third of Million 


Assessed values of property in Los 


Angeles county this year exceeded 
the assessed values of last year by 
$294,865,806, according to Ed W. 
Hopkins, county assessor. 


The grand total of all property as- 


sessed for 1928 was $3,696,655,681, as 
compared with $3,401,789,875 in 1927. 
These figures, Hopkins explained, are 
net and do not include the property 
of war veterans or of institutions 
granted exemption. In 1927 the ex- 
emption for veterans amounted in 
assessed value to $30,587,735, and in 
1928 
to $30,160,725. 


This year's tax rate will be estab- 


lished by the board of supervisors 
September 1 on the basis of these 
assessed values and the tentative 
budget of $43,082,840 recently adopt- 
ed by the board. 


About $0,000,000 of the new bud- 


get is taken up in the reappropria- 
tion of funds remaining in the coun- 
ty treasury from last year's appro- 
priations, according to the supervis- 
ors, who say there is little likelihood 
of a material increase in taxes. 


The assessed value of operative 


property this year is $480,024,030, as 
compared with $3S2,030,060 last year. 
This is the property of public utility 
anil quasi-public utility companies 
which pay taxes for state purposes, 
but not for local purposes except of 
the real estate, which is subject to 
special assessments for public im 
provcmcnts.

Our work includes many of 
the best homes in Covina 


Cryptolaemus in 
Battle With Mealy 
Bugs in Orchards 


During the months of April, May 


and June, the Los Angeles county in- 
sectary has liberated in the citro- 
philus mealybug infested citrus or- 
chards of the county, thru its labora- 
tories at Rivera and Downey, ap- 
proximately five and one-half mil- 


on cryptolaemus for the control of 
hat pest, according to the report of 
)eputy Horticultural Corarriissioner 


A. Armitage, in charge of insec- 


ary operations. 
These beetles were distributed over 
even hundred and fifty infested 
roperties representing approximate- 
y 8000 acres of citrus thruout the 
ounty. The major part of the liber- 
tions, however, were made in the 
oast areas, where the mealybug is 
nclined to be more severe in its at- 
ack. 


Some activity on the part of over- 
intering cryptolaemus during the 
varm 
weather 
of February 
and 


tlarch gave promise of early control 
f the mealybug this season. April 
, however, the weather turned cool 
nd cloudy and remained so until al- 
nost July 1. These latter field con- 
itions materially retarded the acti- 
ity of the cryptolaemus, while per- 


mitting the mamimum survival of 
he progeny of the succeeding gen- 
rations of mealybug. In fact in a 
ew instances infestations reached a 
tage where the visible abundance of 
mealybug and an apparent lack of 
ctive cryptolaemus created what ap- 
>eared to be a serious situation. 


Starting the latter part of June, 


in increase in maximum daily tem- 
jeratures together with consecutive 
lays of maximum sunshine have brot 
bout a material change for the bet- 
:er in the situation. The cryptolae- 
nus, where liberated, are noticeably 
ictive in increasingly large numbers, 
'n many cases having already reach- 
id controlling numbers. Satisfactory 
control, tho delayed, gives promise 
of being brot about within a very 
few weeks.
